In personal appearanes aad formation, these 
Kaffirs are a race of the most manly aed hand- 
some people known among srvages, and in 
many of their points resemble the New Zea- 
landers. is stature they are generally tall, 
their height in statere varying from five feet 
eight inches to upwards of six feet. Their 
muscular frame is remarkable for symmetry and 
beauty, as well as great strength; bet their 
arms, from went of proper exercise to develope 
the muscles, (owing, probebly, to their usual 
indolent mode of life,, appear smail and dispro. 
portioned in size to the legs and body. In all 
of them the lower limbs are strikingly robust 
and fine, and cases ot deformity are very rarely 
to be noticed among them. Their carriage is 


rupt yet graceful actions in giving their com- 

mands are truly eloquent and imposing. They 
are haughty aed proud in their bearing, and 
carry the bead quite eree’ and thrown back. 
The left arm is usually leid across the chest, to 
support the blanket or kaross. which, careless!y 
slung over the left shoulder, is their only cover. 
ing or article of clothing. This, when moving 
quickly, they gather closer around them; aud 
then, throwing the second corner of it over the 
right shoulder, they leave it to bang in negii- 
gent folis across their fine, «expansive chests, 
reminding the beholder much of the Roma:

Their beards are large, but not disproportionate 
to their bodies; their forehead being elevat.d 
and intellectually formed, and in many cases 
very high, and finely developed in s phrenolo- 
gical point of view. Their hair is not so thick 
and matted as in either the negro or Hottentot 
races, from whom the Kaffirs widely differ in 
all points of personal appearance. Their ears 
are large, but wel! made, and seem generally 
to have become clongated by the weight of 
pendent ear.rings and crvaments. Their fea- 
tures, although much varied, are fine— particu 

lariy the eyes, which are been and piercing 

altbough always unsteady, wandering, 
and stealthy, yet from their large s'xe and great 
brightness, and from their being well set under 
their broad, deep brows, the idea of cunning 
and deceit, which undoubtedly is their national 
character, and has usually to be found ont by 
some dear bought experience, docs not, at first 
sight, impress a rtranger. The common color 
of the eye is black, or dark brown, somewhat 
in harmouy with that of their skins, which are, 
however, darker in some tribes than in others 
esp<cially in the Amaponeo and more Northerly 
ones. The note also varies in form--in the 
T’Slamhic tribes being broader and more of the 
nb -gro shape than in the Gaikas or Galekas, where 
it assumes more of the Earopean character. Jn

They sppear to hawe been generally paid by 
the State ; in the country exhibitions, however, 
two actors would cecasionaily pay the wages of 
their third companion. The sslary of actors 
was often very high; and Polas, who common- 
ly acted with Tiepolemus in the plays of So- 
pbdcles, sometimes earned «4 talent by two 
days’ performances. The histrionic profes- 
son was not thought to carry with it ary 
degradation. The actor was the represen- 
tative of the dramatist, and often the drama 
tist himself, Sophocles, who sometimes per- 
formed in his own plays, was a person of 
the highest consideration; the actor Aristo- 
demus wen’ on an embassy, and many actors 
took a lead in the public assembly. In some 
cases the actors were not only recognized by 
the State, bat controlied and directed by special 
enactments. Thas, according to the law brought 
forward by the orater Lreurgus, the actors 
were obliged to compare the acting copies of 
the plays of the three great tragedians with the 
authentc manuscripts of their works, preserved 
im the State archives; and it was the duty of 
the public Secretary te see that the texts were

We observe by the English papers that a de- 
cided improvement has been made on all these 
plans, by Lady Franklin Russell, near Thirsk. 
It has been applied on 6 large scale to drains or 
sewers, and possesses the pecniiar advantage of 
retaining all the ¢nriching materials, and suffer- 
ing the water im a pere and transparent form to 
escape ; and may, of course, be as well applied 
to the drainage of the barn yard. The fellow. 
ing is a sec:ion of the arrangement - 











The arrows show the course of the liquid cur- 
rent; the first tank, D, is filled with clay, turf, 
or Joam, « large portion of clay being desirable, 
and the second tank, EB, with charcoal dust. 
The liquid flads its way through these sub- 
stances by the force of gravity, and by capillary 
attraction. Two sets of these tanks are placed 
at the foot of each sewer or drain, and as soap 
as the water ceases to flow pure from the first, 
it is immediately turned inte the second, while 
the contents of the first are removed The great 
advantage of this plan is, that the valuable parts 
of the liquid are abso: bed, and many times con- 
contrated, instead of being dissipated through 
a vast balk of water, while the operation of 
pumping up al! this water, as in the mode be- 
fore mentioned, is entirely avoided. 

Shoeld such « plan as this be adopted to any 
extent on « farm, it would be an economical or- 
rangement, and save some cartage, to cafry the 
drainage as near as practicable to the place 
where most of the manure would be used, be- 
fore passing into the tanks; and also te place 
them, if possible, on a hillside, where the soil 
or tarf could be easily dumped into them from 
a cart, and taken out into the cart below, when 
saturated. If charcoal cannot be had, both 
tanks may be @iled with earth. Dried peat will 
absorb much liquid, but its absorption is mechems- 
cal, n0t chemical like clay, and heace when sa- 
turated, the water will not flow off pure. —Coan-

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SOILING CATTLE 

We find the following facts in a report of the 
discussions at « meeting of the Farm rs’ Club 
of the American Institate in New York, as pub- 
lished in the “New York Agricalter,”” from 
which we abruige the stat: ments bere given. 
Mr. Bell, of Morisiana, keeps on hand from 
100 to 150 head of catth-. He approprist «tes 
acres to the production of green food for his 
herd. This he ploughs in the fali eight inches 
deep. Twenty-five ox loads of good barnyard 
manure are applied to the acre, which is plough- 
ed im, the ground is barrowed in spring, and 
about the middie of April, (little cartier than 
we can do ft in Maine,) the corn is sown broad- 
cast, at the rate of four bushels to the sore. 

He sows in this way : spaces of fifteen feet are 
taken, and owing he goes down one side 
aod up the other, and then gives an additional 
east; this is mecessary, as it would not be thict 
enough in going over twiee, but it takes more 
seed. Ie thinks it advisable to sow it after po- 
tatocs; st any rate, he prefers to have the land 
previously ealtivated, and no sod. Le sows 
the first acre between the middle of April and 
frat of May, and he the seed in four 
inches, as he has found that in harrowing, it i» 
not half covered. A light rolling is thea given. 
The veriety of corn used is the yellow North 
River ; 
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On the 10th of May he sows the second sere 
on the 20th an acre, aed of the 30th an acre 
Agen on the 1%hb of Jane he sows another
